To the foregoing !n American Agri- 
culturist Professor J. L. Stone adds 
that wet weather does not injure the 
crop serlusly provided the beans are 
not allowed to rest on the wet ground 
long at a time, but the frequent turn- 
ing necessary to prevent them from {n- 
jury Involves considerable labor. 

When dried they are stored In barns 
like hay and may be thrashed at con- 
venlence. The thrashing is done by 
specially constructed machines much 
like the ordinary grain thrasher. Some 
growers prefer to thrash with the old- 
fashioned flail, claiming that the sav- 
ing in beans that otherwise would be 
split compensates for the slower work.

SODA FOUNTAINS PAY WELL. 





They Draw Customers to the Drug 
Store in Every Town. 

It would be bard to Imagine a live, 
up-to-date American drug store these 
days without a good soda fountain, but 
probably there are many cities in the 
world where this luxury is not found. 
Retall druggists who have never in- 
stalled soda fountains would do well 
to consider thelr money-making possl- 
bilities, however, and it would be 
strange If any good druggist in a town 
of any size, whether north or south of 
the equator or In the Eastern or West- 
ern Hemisphere, could not make a good 
soda fountain a profitable enterprise. 

The soda fountain itself need not be 
au expensive affair, but on the other 
band fountains can be obtained which 
cost many hundreds of dollars and 
which it would take many months of 
business to pay for. The old idea that 
soda fountains were profitable only dur- 
{ug a few months of the year no longer 
prevails in this country. This is proved 
by the experience of a New York drug 
store which In one evening early in 
the spring accommodated 800 customers 
within four hours. There are few 
American drug stores or confectionery 
shops which do not operate thelr foun- 
tulns through the entire twelve months. 
It is uot necessarily true, moreover, 
that people patronize soda fountains 
sluuply for the urpose of quenching their 
thirst, ‘The large variety of “liquid 
foods,” such as egg drinks, malted milk, 
fermented milk, ete, provide the busy 
mun with the opportunity to “steal a 
bite” hurriedly at any time of the day, 
speaking figuratively at least, if not lit- 
erally. 

Another variety of soda drinker Is 
the business woman who prefers a 
luncheon dessert {n the form of a cool: 
{ug drink ratber than the stereotyped 
styles of pastry usually found in the 
restaurant. In the winter time the de- 
mand is for hot drinks, such as choco- 
late, coffee, tea, or whatever may please 
the taste of the customer. 

The soda fountain !s a great draw- 
ing card always for other departments 
of the drug store. It brings in scores 
of customers whose attention may be 
often directed to other goods in the 
shop, and {tn this respect it Is a great 
advertisement for the regular lines of 
the drug store, aside from its own 
money-making possibilities. 

The percentage of profits which drug- 
gists make on their soda fountains is 
a subject that they naturally prefer to 
keep to themselves, but it Is easy 
enough for a novice to calculate that 
there is very little danger of loss In 
the sale of soda fountain products, 
whereas !t would perhaps surprise peo- 
ple to be told that the druggist or con- 
fectioner !s more likely to double his 
money than not on every glass of re 
freahment which he serves. In fact, it 
!s asserted that a soda fountain Is rare 
ly known to fail as a money-making en- 
terprise. It is bound to be a great suc- 
cess if it ls properly conducted and If 
ouly a little regard is had for the com- 
fort and tastes of customers.

SEARCH GLOBE FOR RUBBER. 





Many Perils Are Encountered in 
Gathering the Gam. 

From Southern Mexico in the north 
to Northern Paraguay In the south; 
from the Atlantic on the east, right 
through the devious wandering of the 
many branches and tributaries of the 
mighty Amazon and right on, out to the 
Pacific, on the west; through the mys- 
terious, trackless and utterly unknown 
solitudes of the Paraguayan and Bo- 
livian Chocos out Into Peru, the rub- 
ber hunters are at work on the plants 
and trees put ready to their use by the 
bounteous hand of nature. Where they 
go on their Journeys or precisely what 
they do, no white man knows to this 
day, or Is ever likely to know, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger, 

Less than a year ago I met with and 
spoke in English to an Itallan mer- 
chant in the wilds of Matto Grosso, the 
northwestern province of Brazil, whose 
capital city Is five weeks’ Journey from 
the seat of government at Rilo de Jane- 
fro. For twenty years he had not heard 
the sound of English volce and during 
all those years rubber has been flow- 
ing through his hands, down the giant 
River Paraguay, on its way to the mar- 
kets of the world, via Buenos Ayres or 
Montevideo. Yet of its actual produc- 
tlon he kuows little. 

To skip, In spirit, from the north- 
east coast of South America across the 
south Atlantic to tropical Africa, the 


|Congo, the Gold Coast, the Zambes!, 


Uganda and other parts, 1s not a dif- 
ticult undertaking. But here all ig 
changed, and, instead of having noble 
forest trees at his disposal, the rub- 
berhunter finds himself dependent on 
snaky, climbing, twisting vines for his 
rubber supplies, vines which usurp ev- 
ery inch of territory they can invade, 
and render a passage through the for- 
ests a matter of great difficulty and 
some danger. 

These vines, known as “landolphias,” 
of which there are several species, are 
members of the natural order apocy- 
nacem and are common to the whole 
of tropical Africa. They differ from 
the American trees, In that they pro- 
duce rubber In the center of the stem, 
s well as from the cells underlying 
the Inner comblum, but what quantity 











each plant will produce there are no 
data to base an estimate upon. 

Although the landolphias form the 
main source of the African rubber sup- 
ply, yet there Is at least one family of 
trees which ylelds a supplementary 
contribution to the sum total. The 
funtumila or kicksia, of which there are 
two species, elastica and Africania, 
was worked to a considerable extent 
A quarter of a century ago, but it does 
not now seem to be a fashionable plant 
to cultivate a close assoclationship 
with. It resembles the hevea to some 
degree, but Is smaller, of softer growth, 
and requires a little less ralnfall to 
luxurlate, 

Turning to India, and to Asla gener- 
ally, It will not be found that the con- 
tinent is rich in indigenous rubber- 
bearing plants, The ficus elastica, the 
Indian rubber plant of the window 
gardener, Is found In Assam and Bur- 
ma and the federated Malay states, but 
{ts produce Is of very inferior quality. 
Certain climbers also yield rubber, the 
three chief ones belng the urcevla, 
chonemorpha, and the Willoughbia,. 
The fact that Para and other rubbers 
are being cultivated In Indla, ete., Is 
sufficient proof of the poorness of the 
coutinent of Asia in Indigenous rubber- 
bearing plants. 

Ceara rubber is collected by stabbing 
the tree In a number of places close 
together, and as the juice exudes it 
coagulates In the alr, and ia rolled up 
into balls by the collectors, It is 
usually In a dirty state when It comes 
to the market. 

The product of the ficus elastica and 
the other Asiatic plants 1s usually sim- 
ply sun-dried; the rubber from the 
former can be identified at a glance by 
Its pecullar red color.

Superstitious people formerly regard-

land. Botanists have now shown that 
the phenomenon is due to a plant, 
which propagates every tenth year, 
and which, though very minute, grows 
80 rapidly that the whole lake Is soon 
turned crimson. 

While George W. Stevens, many 
years ago, was repairing the road In 
front of his house in Bolton, Vt., he 
hung a hoe in a tree and forgot It. Al 
few days ago the tree was cut down 
and, when sawed up, the blade of the) 
hoe, with the exception of a part of 
the crook and the handle, was found 
embedded In the body of the tree, bav- 
Ing been covered by the wood and bark 
by natural growth. 

The motor cultivator of Prof. T. 
Hudson Beare, a Scottish mechaniclan, 
{s designed to do all the work of pre- 
paring the ground for seed at one 
operation, It can be driven at three 
times the speed of the ordinary plow, 
and each trip covers three times the 
breadth of the usual furrow, and well 
pulverizes the ground. By a simple 
attachment the sowing also can be 
done at the same time. 


Of thirty accidents from electric 
shock in Switzerland last year, twenty- 
one were fatal, while Austria bad but 
six fatalities in fifty-six cases. A fifth 
of the accidents were from currents of 
250 volts or less, and a mason was 
killed by a 120-volt three-wire supply, 
while in another case a shock from 
twenty-six thousand volts did not kill. 
Of fifteen attempts at resuscitation, 
only one was successful. 

A remarkable hair ball from the 
stomach of a young girl has been 
brought to notice by Prof. von Bra- 
manu of Halle. She bad a habit of 
swallowing ends bitten from her long 
batr, forming In time a bulky accumu- 
lation, though felt only as a slight 
pressure, and when the mass was re- 
moved by an operation it was found 
to have shaped Itself to the cavity, 
like a cast In a mold. Iron tonics had 
changed the light color to black. 

Prof. Elihu Thomson says that ex- 
periment has proved that alcohol, pro- 
vided It can be made cheap enough, is 
entirely suitable as a fuel for internal 
combustion engines. Although the heat- 
Ing value of alcohol is much less than 
that of gasoline, yet a gallon of alco- 
hol will develop substantially the same 
power as a gallon of gasoline, because 
of the greater efficiency of operation. 
Less heat is thrown off In waste gases 
from the alcohol, and a mixture of al- 
cohol vapor with air stands a much 
higher compression without premature 
explosion than does a mixture of gas- 
oline and alr. In fact, Professor Thom- 
son says, the efficiency, or the ratio 
of the conversion of heat units into 
power, !s probably higher In the alco- 
hol engine than In engines operated 
with any other combustible. 

The principle of the rifled gun has 
recently been applied to pipes for 
pumping oll. The crude oll of Callfor- 
nia is mostly thick, viscous, and diffi- 
cult to pump through long lines. Heat- 
{ng cannot be successfully applied to 
a long pipe, and mixing with water 
results {n an emulsion from which the 
oll cannot be readffly separated. The 
latest scheme for dealing with these 
viscous olls comprises a pipe rifled on 
the inside, so that the oll, mixed with 
about 10 per cent of water, is caused 
to whirl rapidly. The water, being 
heavier than the oll, secks the outside, 
and forms a thin film, which lubricates 
the pipe for the passage of the oli. 
The friction {s thus so far reduced 
that the of! has been easily pumped 
through a line thirty-one miles long. 
The water and the o!] come out entire 
ly separate at the end of the line,

Iner has to avoid; and to it British 
scientists owe Investigations which, 
perhaps more than any others, have 
tended to make Great Britain the 
world power that she Is. And yet, now 
that Greenwich observations are losing 
thelr usefulness, the London County 
Council, few members of which could 
probably give an intelligible account of 
Grenewich Mean Time, !8 resenting the 
fact that the admiralty considers the 
tranquillity of the observatory as of 
more importance than a great electrical 
plant which supplies electricity to the 
municipality.—New York Times.

Following is a suggestion from 
the Ladies’ Home Journal which

orns. There was one group of 
young people who thought they 
. could act, aud another who loved 
nothing so much as dancing. 

The bands met weekly on diff- 
erent evenings at the schoolhouse, 
, the refreshments being limited to 
. tea and crackers. Once each month 
, an entertainment was given by one 
. of the bands to all of the others, in- 
* cluding their husbands and sons. 
. There was much zeal and ambition 
shown by the different bands in 
these hospitalities, each trying to 
outdo the others. The musicians 
gave a concert, the needlewomen 
an exhibition of embroidery, the 
literary people brought a famous 
author from Chicago to read one of 
his own poems, and ths dramatic 
corps actually produced ‘As You

With all the projected new lines 


of steamers and the improved serv- 
jice intended by the old lines, this 
portion of Alaska should eurely be 
favored by a great reduction of 
freight and passenger rates. But 
lit is right. The Alaska and Pacific 
|Coast companies have held a mo- 
nopoly long enough, and the rates 
which they have charged have held 
back the development and peopling 
of tais section to a great extent. A 
passenger rate of $10 from Seattle 
to Juneau could be maintained and 
would pay as well as the same rate 
from Seattle. to San Francisco. 
People are willing to pay a reason- 
able sum to go into a new country 
looking for a place to settle, but 
when the rates of freight and pass- 
age absorb the bulk of a comfort- 
able bank account, they do not feel 
so much inclined to.make the ven- 
ture. If the steamship companies 
could see beyond the ends of their 
noses, they would readily see that 
a fair rate would induce people to 
settle in Alaska. After they are 
seetled, it would require the carry- 
ing of that much more provision 
for an indefinite period. So the 
companies are cutting off their own 
noses to spite their own faces by 
maintaining the present high rates. 





Ketchikan is to have another 
newspaper with ex-Governor A. P. 
Swineford as editor and the bawdy 
houses and saloons of the town as 
the “power behind the throne,” or, 
in other words, furnishing the coin, 
The new sheet is to be put in for 
the purpose of punishing the Min- 
ing Journal because Editor Coutant 
would not toady to the saloon ele- 
ment and misrepresent facts con- 
cerning the population, which gov- 
erns the amount of license to be 
paid by the saloons.

ters of general interest? Since late 
last winter there has been no meet- 
ing, and there are various topics 
which should be “¢iven ‘attention, 
chief among which is to devise 
means by which the west coast 
trade is not to-be lost to Wrangell. 
so long as the mail is sent from

benefit by the trade which natur- 
ally comes from that quarter.

service, and {f energy and hustle 
‘stand for aught, it will not be long

this matter, and“ the sooner we get 
busy in the premises the better it 
will be for the town. If we are to 
have a chamber of commerce, let’s 
have a rezl one; if not, it were bet- 
ter to call it quits.
